WASHINGTON, May 15.— 
(AP)—The war department 
announced yesterday that 
the army, on_ instructions 
from President Roosevelt, is 
taking over actual operation 
or control of all United States 
domestic air line planes, 
numbering more than 300. 

“All routes and services not 

regarded as essential! to the war 
Program will be terminated,” the 
war department said. 

Only last month an arrangement 
was worked out for the air lines to 
divert one-fourth of their planes to 
the army as carriers of soldiers and 
military cargo. 

The new program provides, how- 
ever, for war use of the country’s 
entire commercial air fleet in these 
ways: 

1—A “substantial proportion of 
the available flight equipment” will 
be transferred outright to the army 
air forces for operation by army 
personne). 

2—The air lines themselves will 
convert approximately 70 ships into 
cargo carriers, to be operated by 
air line personnel under contract 
for the air forces.. 

3—The remaining, planes; aggre- 
gating about half those now in 
commercial service, “will until fur- 
ther notice rontinue to be owned 
and flown by the air lines, but will 
be considered always available for 
emergency military missions.”

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Getting Better Organized 


Interest in the salvage campaign in 
Edmonton will—and should—become wid- 
er and more consistent with the announce- 
ment that the city is to supply trucks for 
regular and systematic collection, Hither- 
to the collecting has been done by the use 
of trucks loaned by private parties, an ar- 
rangement which could hardly be expect- 
ed to permit clock-like regularity. With 
collectors continuously on the job this 
part of the effort can be put on a more 
satisfactory basis. 

The results of this effort, sponsored 
by the Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
have been well worth while, and show 
that really great quantities of otherwise 
waste material can be conserved and turn- 
ed to use over a period of months. The 
urgency of the saving is growing as time 
passes and the demand on new supplies 
of raw material grows greater. Salvage 
collections supplement these new supplies, 
to a degree that is already important and 
is increasingly so. 

To achieve the maximum results, 
householders must know definitely what to 
save, how to sort and bundle up the vari- 
ous kinds of articles, and when these will 
be called for. Their willingness to co- 
operate can be counted on, and all that is 
needed is to reduce the whole undertaking 
to system. 


A Two-Way Offensive 


Both sides cannot win a battle. But 
where hundreds of thousands of men are 
locked in a confused and confusing strug- 
gle both commanders may think they are 
winning. This perhaps explains the wide- 
ly different reports coming from Berlin 
and Moscow about the fighting in the 
Crimea. With the exception of the Nazi 
claim that 40,000 Russian troops had been 
surrounded and captured. Moscow says 
flatly this is a lie, and the Red authorities 
would know if a loss of that magnitude 
had occurred. 

The reply to the Nazi offensive in the 
Crimea is the Russian drive at Kharkov. 
If the one is a threat to the Caucasus oil 
fields, the other is a threat to the sup- 
ports and communication lines of the 
enemy advance forces in the whole Black 
Sea area, The great industrialized centre 
would itself be a prize of high value to the 
Russians and a serious loss to the enemy; 
but the capture of the city may be only 
the first objective in the planned Red 
counter-offensive toward the southwest. 

Anything may happen in that tussle of 
giants, and the places of these opening 
moves in the schemes of Hitler and Timo- 
shenko will not be known until the strug- 
gle develops. It may be significant that 
the Red forces are on the move also away 
to the north of Moscow; evidence at least 
that they have not found it necessary to 
starve other sectors in order to bolster the 
southern end of the line with tanks and 
other equipment, 

It is seven months since Berlin pom- 
pously announced that the Russian army 
had been destroyed and only mopping-up 
operations remained to the Nazi forces. 
But during the winter it has been the Rus- 
sians who did the mopping-up, and the 
opening round of the spring campaign 
encourages hope that they will be able to 
keep up the good work. If the attack on 
Kerch was intended to be a blitzkrieg, it 
failed to come off in the first five days. 


A Tribute To Canada 


The layman is not in position to know 
what precisely were the reasons for call- 
ing the air conference that is to be held 
at Ottawa next week. He might not com- 
prehend very clearly even if the officials 
and the technicians explained, just be- 
cause he is not an expert and because he 
cannot know the Allied war plans. But 
as front rank air officials of Britain and 
the United States are to be present, with 
representatives of a dozen other of the 
United Nations, it is clear that the gath- 
ering is of exceptional importance, whe- 
ther it is to deal with the development and 
co-ordination of training plans or with 
air war Strategy. 

It is plain also that the holding of the 
conference in Canada is a tribute to the 
part Canada has taken and is taking in 
building up Allied air power. Who first 
thought of the Commonwealth Air Train- 
ing scheme is not known, but the results 
have earned for him a high place among 
those who pointed the road to victory. 
Graduates of these schools have fought 
and are fighting on every front from Nor- 
way to Burma, possibly excepting Russia. 
From these training centres every month 
a large and steadily growing number of 
fully qualified plots and other airmen go 
out to man the new planes coming out of 
the factories in this continent and Bri- 
tain. Had it not been for this great in- 
structional system British bombers could 
not now be raiding Nazi munitions plants 
in “clouds” up to a thousand strong, day 
after day and night after night. 

Canada's own air force now numbers 
more than 100,000 men, every man a vol- 
unteer and available for service anywhere 
in the world, It maintains its own identity 
even in Britain. One squadron is now 
blasting at the Japanese forces on the bor- 
der of China, Recent despatches have in- 
dicated that others are helping to hold the 
enemy at bay in the Mediterranean area, 
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No Place For Half-Hearted Combatants In Canada 


But despite this heavy enlistment, the 
Minister told parliament the other day 
there are enough recruits now in sight to 
keep the training centres full for six 
months. No other country, on either side, 
has produced an air force of correspond- 
ing proportion to its population. Young 
Canadians do “take to the air’ and they 
make good there. 

The air conference is being held in the 
right place.

1892 — 50 Years Ago

Service and Equality 
of Sacrifice

There comes a critical time in 
the life of every nation when the 
tolerance ordinarily and properly 
extended towards minority opin- 
ion ceases to be a virtue, 

There is a time when emer- 
gency becomes so acute that the 
ordinary polite usages have to be 
suspended, when forbearance be- 
‘comes a crime 
and when plain- 
speaking is an 
impelling na- 
tional duty. 

Such a time is 
now upon us in 
Canada. 

If it becomes 
necessary, then, 
to speak plainly 
and _ intolerantly 
and imperative- 
ly to and of dis- 
sentient Quebec, Harold L. Welr 
the fulfilment of that national 
duty need not be interpreted as 
malicious or careless forgetful- 
ness of all that French-Canadians 
have contributed to the national 
life of this country. 

One would be a fool or an ig- 
noramus to thus forget. One 
would be equally a fool or an 
ignoramus to allege forgetfulness 
or lack of appreciation or racial 
malice as the basis of an attack 
on Quebec's present stand. 

But the law of Canada—and 
of France—lays down the princi- 
ple that when a man is arraigned 
before the courts either of public 
opinion or of justice, he is tried, 
not on his complete record as a 
man, but in exclusive regard to 
the matters in which he has pre- 
sently offended, 

No thief escapes imprisonment 
because he has hitherto led a 
blameless or even an exemplary 
life, 

It is in this spirit that the case 
of dissentient Quebec must be 
judged, Neither past friendships 
nor admiration nor gratitude can 
be permitted to interfere with 
our clear judgment of the present 
national crisis in regard to over- 
seas conscription. 

Total War 

Quebec's refusal to abide by the 
decision of the majority in the 
recent plebiscite vote is repre- 
hensible for both practical and 
theoretical reasons. 

Quebec's guilt in this matter, 
in other words, has both con- 
crete and ethical consequences. 
Her position both endangers the 
immediate life of the country and 
transgresses the principles upon 
which the country was founded. 

The stubborn insistance of 
French-Canada upon standing 
aloof from military service over- 
seas plunges Canada into ex- 
treme jeopardy because it retards 
and embarrasses and may pre- 
vent our effort to wage total war. 

Total war means that every 
man, woman and child in the 
country must be mobilized for 
victory, 

That is the way Germany and 
Japan are organized, Our mili- 
tary leaders are well aware that 
it is only by similar organization 
we can defeat these powers. 

This is no longer a struggle be- 
tween armed forces, It is a death 
struggle between total popula- 
tions. If our total population will 
not fight, we are defeated and 
Canada will fall into the hands of 
the enemy, ; 

Nor is it a struggle that can 
be confined, as ancient wars used 
to be, to carefully defined areas. 
We cannot choose our battlefield. 

This is a global war, It ranges 


over every corner of the known; 


earth, 

The defence of Canada must be 
pursued in any country or on any 
sea where the Germans or the

But the very lifeblood of de- 
mocracy is majority rule, After 
all the minorities are permitted 
to express their varied opinions, 
as was the case on April 27, the 
will of the majority must prevail. 

That is British democracy. 
And Canada is going to remain a 
British democracy. 

That corrupt and culpable sec- 
tionalism that refuses to accede 
to the majority decision is the 
indirect proponent of dictatorship 
and tyranny, For what are dic- 
tatorship and tyranny but per- 
nicious minority rule? 

Quebec, then, in disclaiming a 
responsibility to the majority will 
in this urgent matter of overseas 
conscription, is+trying to turn

Pierre Cobgan, Janvyerin§ re- 
serve treaty Indian, twice tried 
in supreme court here last year 
On a charge of murdering his wife 
Mary Cougan at their Chipewyan 
Prairie home on Sept, 4, 1941, will 
come again to the bar of justice 
On Monday, June 1, to answer to 
the murder charge. 

At both trials last year the jury 
failed to agree upon a verdict, and 
following the second trial Mr. Jus+ 
tice G. B. O'Connor ordered the ac- 
cused held in custody at Fort Sas- 
katchewan jail until June, 1942 

In the meantime R.C.M.P. officers 
in the Chipewyan Prairie district 
have continued their investigation 
of the murder, and it is understood 
have found additional evidence. 
This will be place before the court 
at the trial which starts at the 
court house on June 1,

Following the recording of the 
vote Ald, Gariepy stated that those 
voting against the fare increase did 
so to “capture votes.” Ald. Ainlay 
strongly protested against the in- 
sinuation, but Ald. Gariepy repeat- 
ed the remark. He added that he 
would support the Mitchell motion 
in council, although he would have 
preferred to see a reduction in the 
general rate to 18 for $1 instead of 
the present 20 tickkets for $1. 

Directly the meeting was called 
to order Ald. Gariepy asked if it 
was the committee's ‘wishes that 
delegations be heard. Mayor Fry 
immediately stated “that no useful 
Purpose would be served by hear- 
ing delegations, Their submissions 
had been sent to the committee in 
writing.” He added that he was 
Prepared at that moment to vote 
on the question. 

Written protests against the fare- 
increase were sent in by the Ed- 
monton Consumers’ League; the 
Civic Progressive Association; Ed- 
monton Federation of Community 
Leagues; Edmonton Constituency 
Social Credit Association and the 
McCauley Community League. 
Representatives of the Civic Pro- 
gressive Association, the McCauley 
Community League and the Edmon- 
ton Constituency Social Credit 
Association attended the meeting, 


CARRY BURDEN 

General representation made by 
associations opposed to the fare in- 
crease was that such increase 
would be borne by the low-wage 
earner who was least able to meet 
the increase. 

Ald. Mitchell urged the adoption 
of the four for 25 cent rate, which 
he said would wipe out the present 
deficit on the street railway sys- 
tem's operations. 

He said that large amounts would 
be required for rehabilitation of 
the -system within a very short 
period of years, and expressed con- 
fidence that the low wage earner 
would meet his responsibility in) 
making the system a paying pro- 
position.
